David had said, 
“The man who hath done this 
thing . . . shall restore the lamb 
four-fold.” 


The little child that Bath-sheba 
bore became sick, and David went 
in and threw himself down before 
God and pled with the Lord to 
save that little child’s life. “By 
and by he noticed his servants 
whispering together and said, “Is 
the child dead?” They said, “Yes.”’ 
And David went out and washed 
himself, sat down, and took food. 
“Why,” they said, “what a strange 
thing; .when the child was living 
you fasted and would not eat, and 
now that the child is dead, you 
anoint yourself and eat.” David 
said, “While the child was yet 
alive, I fasted and wept: for I 
said, Who can tell whether God 
will be gracious to me, that the 
child may live? But now he is 
dead ....I1 shall go to him, but 
he shall not return to me” (II 
Sam. 12:22, 23). There was David's 
first lamb taken away.

Introduction to the Series 


“For then shall be great tribula- | 


tion, such as was not since the 
beginning of the’ world to this 
time, no, nor ever shall be. And 
except those days should be short- 
ened, there should no flesh be 
saved: Immediately after the 
tribulation of those days... they 
shall see the Son of man coming 
in the clouds of heaven with power 
and great glory.”— Matthew 24:21, 
22, 29, 30. 


These words establish two facts: 
First, Jesus Christ is coming back 
to this world; second, His coming 
to earth will be immediately pro- 
ceded by a period of unparalleled 
world judgment, greater than the 
world has ever known or ever 
will know. 


Now we cannot explain away 
the Great Tribulation. If we be- 
lieve the Bible we must believe in 
the second coming of Christ, and 
if we believe in the Second Com- 
ing, we must believe in the tribu- 
lation period which procedes it. 


The tribulation is described both 
in the plainest prose and in the 
most terrible imagery. The writers 
of both Old and New Testaments 
corroborate each other and de- 
clare that the destruction, pain, 
and anguish of this world-wide 
calamity will surpass anything in 
past history, and will make all 
previous judgments pale into utter 
nothingness beside it. So destruc- 
tive, so universal, ‘so calamitous, 
so overwhelming will it be, that 
Jesus said in the plainest language 
He could use, that unless God in 
mercy had shortened the period, 
nobody would be left alive on this 
earth. He said, “And except those 
days should be shortened, there 
should no flesh be saved.” The 
period of tribulation will, we be- 
lieve, be seven years, and they will 
be the seven most awesome years 
in the history of mankind. 


The population of the earth is 
now estimated at over two billion. 
It is claimed that of this number 
thirty-five million are Christians. 
The question arises: What will 
happen to those thirty-five million 
of God’s people, young and old, 
when the Great Tribulation sud- 
denly bursts upon the world? 
When the destructive plagues de- 
scribed in chapters 6-16 of the 
Book of Revelation are decimating 
millions on earth, will God’s re- 
deemed people, the generation of 
Christians living at the end time, 


also be destroyed with the 
godly in these calamities? 

During the tribulation the Anti- 
christ, inspired and energized by 
satan, will stalk the earth seek- 
ing the life of the saints. Will the 
church see this false Christ be- 
fore she sees the true Christ? Will 
millions of Christians have to 
wade to Heaven through a sea of 
their own blood? Is what Paul 
called the blessed hope of the 
church, is what he called a com- 
forting hope, massacre at the 
hands of the Beast? 

If not, what then will happen to 
the church in that period of divine 
wrath? Where will she be in those 
awful days? If she is delivered 
from this hour of judgment, how 
will this deliverance be accom- 
plished? Such is the question be- 


un- 


fore us in these messages, and

time, who can fail to see that the 
answer is full of tremendous per- 
sonal importance to every Chris- 
tian living today.

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_It was a joy to be with the 
Grace Baptist Church, Rev. Loren 
T. Swartz, pastor, Norfolk, Vir- 
ginia, the eight days of February 
12-19. I had only had seven and 
a half days in the office this year.

Note that the ones who responded 
to the questionnaire were profess- 


ing Christians—members of a 
prominent Methodist church—and 


regular attenders of the church. 
Rev. Bright thought that the an- 
swers reflected their understand- 
ing of what he had been preach- 
ing. 
How did the members respond? 
Note the following results: 


(1) A “fair number” of the 
members declared their faith in 
“life after death” to be weak. Out 


of this group of professing Chris- 
tians who attend church regularly, 
there is a “fair number” who are 
not sure but what death ends it 
all! 

(2) Most of the members an- 
swering the questionnaire said they 
did not believe in the physica! 
resurrection of Jesus Christ from 
the grave. This is not surprising 
since the Rev. Mr. Bright teaches 
that very thing, calling it “the 


general Protestant belief in the 
spiritual resurrection.’ That is not 
the general Protestant belief and 
the/Rev. Bright should be aware 
of/that fact. Historic Protestant- 
igm has always held to a literal, 
odily resurrection. 

(3) The majority of these good 
Methodists who attend church 
regularly 
in a Hell of eternal punishment, 
nor did they believe that Hell is a 
specific place. Their general at- 
titude seemed to be that no pun- 
ishment could endure forever. 
Again, the people merely reflect- 
ed the teaching which they had 
heard, since the minister himself 
believes that a Hell eternal 
punishment would have “no val- 
ue.’ The amazing thing is that 
he went on to say that “this was 
the expected Protestant and 
Methodist belief as contrasted to 
the Roman Catholic concept of 
Hell eternal punishment.’ On 
the hand, the Methodists 
were pretty well agreed that there

is a Heaven of eternal bliss. One 
wonders how they can accept the | 
one and reject the other when 
both are taught by the same God 
in the same Bible. 

(4) While the majority did not 
think there was any value in pray- 
ing for the dead, some said they 
prayed for departed loved ones 
and others declared belief that 
the dead can communicate with 
the living. 

The Cleveland News, which re- 


ported the survey to the general 
public, said that the majority of 
those responding to the ques- 
tionnaire summed up life after 
death in the philosophy: “I be- 
lieve we should not bind ourselves 
thinking of life after death; if we 
take this life in our stride, the 
hereafter will take care of itself.” 
Nothing could be any farther from 


the truth! The God of the Old 
Testament warned: “Prepare to 
meet thy God” (Amos 4:12), The 
preparation is each individual's 
job and he had better get ready! 

Such a response to such a sur- 


vey should make the angels weep!

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The Neutral Protestants

Then there is the current mood 
of tolerance. To insist that what 
I believe is right and what the 
other man believes is wrong is 


to be intolerant, self-assured, 
lacking in love. Many fail to 
realize that what the orthodox 


Christian believes is what the Bi- 
ble asserts. Furthermore, “the wis- 
dom that is from above is first 
pure, then peaceable” (Jas. 3:17). 
“Like pastor, like people’—and 
one cannot escape the conviction 
that the neutral Protestant lay- 
men are but a product of the 
neutral Protestant pulpit. Where 
do we find great doctrinal preach- 
ing? where great exposition of the 
Scriptures? Biblical doctrine alone 
can produce Christian conviction 


There has been much lamenta- 
tion and self-judgment on the part 
of some “post-Fundamentalists”’ 
who have judged themselves and 
their fellows in terms of the moral 
and ethical deficiencies of Ameri- 
can Fundamentalism and its lack 
of love. 


The New Evangelicalism 


There has been much. talk, 
though little clear definition, of 
what is called the new evangelical- 
ism that claims to have an 
awakened Protestant conscience 
and restored ethical awareness. 
A good deal of what has been 
said and written is good and true. 
Perhaps the greatest tragedy of 
many of the self-styled new evan- 
gelicals or post-Fundamentalists 
is that in their speaking and writ- 
ing they are not standing within 
American Fundamentalism under 
the judgment of God, but rather 
they are stepping outside Ameri- 
can Fundamentalism, apparently 
feeling more at home in a differ- 
ent and less exacting environment. 

With all the failure, excess, and 
aberration of some American 
Fundamentalists, this doctrinal 
position, and Fundamentalism as 
a whole, represents that hard core 
of biblical conviction and deter- 
mination that, to so great an ex- 
tent, gives character to American 
Protestantism. As with the origin- 
al Fundamentalist position, so to-

day, the Bible per se is God's 
Word. As with historic orthodoxy, 
so today—the Spirit and the Word 
is the only authority. For the 
most part, these people know 
what they believe. It is true that 
some Fundamentalists have been 
unnecessarily schismatic and have 
failed to demonstrate Christian 
others have insisted that 
secondary eschatological inter- 
pretations are primary. 

Some house-cleaning is needed, 
some repair work necessary, but 
the foundation is sound and se- 
cure. It is not too much to say 
that today’s Bible-believing Chris- 
tians are the children of the origi- 
nal Fundamentalists and it is they 
who should stand together and 
make common cause in the de- 
fense of the historic Gospel. 

Never would we arrogate to 
ourselves the claim that we and 
we alone hold all the truth and 
that our insights are absolute and 
final. Rather, in humility would 
we acknowledge that we have 
nothing but that which we _ re- 
ceived. But we have received this 
sacred deposit of God's inerrant 
Word, and we desire to heed the 
admonition of Paul in II Timothy 
2:2 and to guard this sacred de- 
posit. 

To reject or to seek to modify 
this foundation, to leave this fel- 
lowship of conviction and to join 
with others who build on a broad- 
er or less certain foundation is to 
build upon sand and to begin a 
drift that in the next generation 
will result in still more Protestant 
neutralism. 

The alternatives we face are not 
a sterile Fundamentalism devoid 
of love and of a social conscience, 
and a free fellowship of eman- 
cipated souls with a renewed 
Protestant ethic, who love and 
are loved. 

There is no biblical antithesis 
between an energetic insistence 
upon historic biblical doctrine as 
the only necessary and adequate 
foundation, and works of love. The 
alternatives are these—on the one 
hand the fellowship of those who 
will not shrink from the label 
of narrow Fundamentalism, real- 
izing that this loyalty to biblical 
doctrine carries with it the de- 
mand of a quickened social con- 
science and an attitude of Chris- 
tian love to all men, and, on the 
other hand, the fellowship of those 
who exhibit an emasculated Chris- 
tian faith, with little doctrinal 
imperative, that is producing 
American Protestant neutralism 
today. “By their fruits ye shall 
know them.” Look at the face of 
Protestant America today, then 
look at that small minority of 
true Protestants who still protest 
against untruth, half truth, and 
compromise and say that the truth 
after all does matter. 

If American Protestantism is to 
survive as a force in this nation, 
it will not survive in an atmos- 
phere of indeterminate syncretism 
and latitudinarian ecumenicity 
that would say that we insist too 
much upon the importance of doc- 
trine; that the main thing is that 
we continue the dialogue and get 
together and understand one an- 
other. Rather American Protes- 
tantism will survive when Chris- 
tians will not shrink from being 
called narrow and obscurantist, 
when the only acceptance they 
desire or the only approval they 
seek is the acceptance and ap- 
proval of God Himself, when, like 
Luther of old, they can say, “Here 
I stand,” and when, like Wesley of 
old, they can sing triumphantly: 


Jesus the prisoner's fetters breaks, 
And bruises Satan's head; 

Power into strengthless souls He speaks, 
And life into the dead.

Others go 
practically to the position of 
amillennialism, not taking literal- 
ly those repeated promises in the 
Bible about Christ’s coming and 
His reign on earth,

MARANATHA! 


With this word of hope, “Mar- 
anatha,” Paul the apostle brings 
to an end his first Letter to the 
church at Corinth. Maranatha!— 
meaning “the Lord is coming,” 
or “our Lord come’’—may have 
been a customary form of greeting 
Or password among Christians in 
the early days of the Church. 
Certainly they lived in an atmos- 
phere of expectancy. The Lord— 
“this same Jesus’”—had promised 
to return. He would return, per- 
haps today. Such a word of Salu- 
tation must have spurred on these 
believers to live their lives in the 
reality of the Christian’s hope— 
the Lord’s return. They were not 
so much concerned with what 
might happen to them or to the 
world in that period of fierce per- 
secution. They were ready, waiting 
for the One who had promised 
to return. “I will come again and 
receive you unto myself” (John 
14:3). 7. 

It would seem to be the desire 
of God that, while none of us 
knows the day or the hour of 
His return, we are to live out 
our earthly life with this glorious 
possibility always before us, “Jesus 
may come today.” There are those 
whose interpretation of prophecy 
robs them not of the assurance of 
the Lord’s return, but of the pos- 
sibility that it could be today. 
For them other events must take 
place first, so that they do not 
have any real expectation that 
this illimitable rapture of joy may 
occur in their lifetime. Others 
postpone this possibility until the 
world—every tribe, people, and 
mation—is evangelized. Somehow 
the luster of this hope is dimmed 
by its apparent dependence upon 
human effort. Surely any inter- 
pretation of Scripture that places 
a stricture upon the reality that 
the Lord may come today is con- 
trary to the Spirit and intent of 
the Scripture. 

Others explain away the Chris- 
tian hope in terms of their philo- 
sophical idealism. Their heart is 
never moved to tears at the 
thought, “I shall know Him by 
the print of the nails in His 
hands.” To them, Christ comes 
spiritually at death, just as they 
say He rose from the dead only 
in spirit and is alive spiritually 
in our hearts.

over-emphasized. His visible, 
bodily return is the crowning act 
in His redemptive work. Prophecy, 
Peter tells us, is “a light that 
shineth in a dark place” (II Pet. 
1:19). Who wants to live and 
walk in the dark when God has 
placed a lamp in our hand? In 
days like these, Christians need 
to know what’s ahead for the 
chureh, and the world. 

The | promise of the Second Com- 
ing is found at the beginning of 
Genesis where we are told the 
seed of the woman would bruise 
the head of the serpent (Gen. 
3:15), a promise having to do, 
not with His first coming, but 
with His Second Coming, as Rom- 
ans 16:20 shows us. This doctrine 
has preeminence over any other 
doctrine in both Major and Minor 
Prophets; it is mentioned 318 
times in the New Testament; and 
the last book in the Bible speaks 
of little else than the facts con- 
neeted with His glorious return to 
the earth. Since, therefore, almost 
one fourth of the Bible is devoted 
to prophecy, is it not fair to say 
that he who knows not prophecy 
has not a whole but only a frag- 
mentary Bible? 

Moreover the three tenses of the 
Christian life demand our living, 
loving interest in His coming. Paul 
reminds the Thessalonians, “Ye 
turned to God from idols | past re- 
pentance| to serve the living and 
true God [present life and serv- 
ice|;: And to wait for his Son 
from heaven” jfdaily hope of 
Christ’s coming to take them to 
Himself| (I Thess. 1:9, 10). The 
same three tenses are set forth in 
Titus 2:11-13, “For the grace of 
God that bringeth salvation hath 
appeared to all men, Teaching us 
that, denying ungodliness and 
wordly lusts, we should live sober- 
ly, righteously, and godly, in this 
present world; Looking for that 
blessed hope, and the glorious ap- 
pearing of the great God and our 
Saviour Jesus Christ.’ There again 
we have past repentance, present 
life and service, and the blessed 
hope of Christ’s at-any-moment 
coming. In the light of the three 
tenses, I say to those who are 
not interested in prophecy, Don’t 
be two-thirds a Christian. 


The Study of Prophecy Has 
Great Practical Value 


Here is a question I would ask 
of myself and others as we ap- 
proach this series of studies, Is 
the study of prophecy practical? 
Does it make us better Chris- 
tians? Does it increase our love 
for souls? Men and women are 
dying all around us out of Christ. 
This is no time for idle specula- 
tion. If it does not make me a 
better soul-winning preacher, then 
I, for one, have no time to waste 
on it. Is the study of prophecy 
practical? 

The answer is that a Christian 
would need to have a heart of 
stone to read what is coming on 
this earth and not moved to soul 
winning. It is one of the strongest 
incentives to soul winning in the 
Bible. The book of Revelation 
closes its awful description of the 
tribulation judgments by saying 
to sinners, “Come’’; and after we 
read and understand it we too will 
close the Book and say, “Come.” 
That is why Rudyard Kipling said, 
“The church could double its 
preaching power if every ordina- 
tion candidate were compelled to 
study the book of Revelation for 
for at least four years.” 


The Anticipation of Christ’s 
Any-Meoment Coming Is a 
Purifying Hope 

Not only so, but the doctrine 
of the Second Coming, as well as 
being a practical doctrine, is also 
a purifying hope. John says, “And 
every man that hath this hope .in 


him purifieth himself” (I John 
3:3). That is a natural result of 
belief in Christ’s at-any-moment 
coming. If to love the Lord’s ap- 
pearing led to careless living, to 
coldness of heart toward God and 
the saving of men, one could un- 
derstand why some Christians 
would not love it. But when I 
see that this truth helps us to 
live a separated life, gives earnest- 
ness to our prayers, urgency to 
our preaching, inspires us to give 
sacrificially to missions so as to 
hasten, if possible, His coming, 
then I love this truth for its 
salutary effect, and marvel that 
any other Christian would not as 
fervently love it. 


Said R. A. Torrey, one of the 
world’s greatest evangelists, ““The 
imminent return of our Lord is the 
great Bible argument for a pure, 
unselfish, devoted, unworldly, ac- 
tive life of service. In much of 
our modern preaching we urge 
people to live holily, and work 
diligently because death is swiftly 
coming. But that is never the 
Bible argument. The Bible argu- 
ment always is, Christ is coming! 
Be ready when He comes.” 


The Greatest Soul Winners 
Have Been Greatly Moved 
By This Hope 

When I note that practically 
every great soul winner the 
church has known in our day has 
been a believer in Christ’s at-any- 
moment coming, then I too, with 
them, want to study and love that 
event. 

Dr. Munhall, an American evan- 
gelist who was used of God to 
add 50,000 members to the Metho- 
dist Church, and who all during 
his great ministry preached 
Christ’s Second Coming, said, “I 
have known personally’ every 
prominent evangelist in America, 
Great Britain, and Ireland for the 
last fifty years, and every man 
of them, with possibly one ex- 
ception, was an ardent premillen- 
nialist.” 


The great D. L. Moody said, “I 
never preach a sermon without 
thinking that possibly the Lord 
might use that sermon to call 
out the last saint who should go 
to make up the full number of 
God’s elect, and so bring about 
the Lord’s coming.” 

Dr. Campbell Morgan said, “I 
never lay my head upon the pil- 
low without thinking that possibly 
before the morning breaks, the 
final morning may have dawned. 
I never begin my work in the 
morning without thinking that 
perhaps He may interrupt my 
work and begin His own. We are 
not looking for death. We are 
looking for Him.” Dr. Campbell 
Morgan never gave up his belief 
in the imminency of Christ’s com- 
ing aS some have alleged. I will 
prove that in a later message. 

Someone put a tract into the 
hand of Dr. R. A. Torrey. He said, 
“As I read that tract it brought 
the coming of our Lord Jesus 
Christ home to me in a way that 
was very real and personal, and it 
transformed the whole character 
of my life.” He added, “It is trans- 
forming the lives of more men 
and women than almost any other 
doctrine I know of.” 

What is the secret back of the 
prodigious labors of Dr. Lee Rob- 
erson of Chattanooga, who prob- 
ably baptizes more converts than 
any preacher in this world? He 
himself has testified that a reali- 
zation of the truth that Christ 
might return at any moment 
revolutionized his life and min- 
istry. 

In spite of this incentive to 
holy living and diligent service 
that flows from belief in the at- 
any-moment coming of Christ, 
there are those among God’s serv- 
ants who minimize the importance 
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2f prophecy... .know.eome of our 


younger preachers who, because 
they have been confused by in- 
fluential teachers and are not 
clear on prophetic truth, have 
taken an attitude that might be 
called prophetic agnosticism, and 
have ceased to preach on the sub- 
ject. 


Lack of Understanding of the 
Imminent Coming of Christ 
Puts False Interpretation 
On Many Scriptures 

I read a recent sermon by a 
fundamentalist preacher on the 
front page of a Baptist magazine 
on the words of Christ in Mat- 
thew 24:44, “Therefore be ye also 
ready: for in such an hour as ye 
think not the Son of man cometh.” 
In that sermon there was not one 
sentence or syllable concerning 
the subject of the text—the second 
coming of Christ. The sermon call- 
ed on men to repent because of 
the suddenness of death, the com- 
ing of sickness, the likelihood of 
accident, the possibility of world 
war, but concerning the immin- 
ency of the coming of Christ, of 
which our Lord was speaking, 
this preacher had nothing to say. 
He had no place for Christ’s com- 
ing in his sermon althdugh that 
was the subject of his text! That 
is what a false interpretation of 
prophecy can do for a _ splendid 
gospel’ preacher. We need to re- 
member that God the Father so 
loves. the second appearing of His 
Son, that He promised a special 
crown of reward to all those who 
share this love with Him. Read 
this promise in II Timothy 4:8 
and you will see that this special 
reward is not for those who deny 
or ignore Christ’s coming, but 
“unto all them also that love his 
appearing.” 

In the light of these facts I 
have mentioned, let no one say 
the study of prophecy is imprac- 
tical, inconsequential, and of no 
personal meaning for any child 
of God today. The doctrine of the 
Second Coming is a dynamic for 
service, a comfort for the be- 
reaved, an incentive to holy living, 
and I may also add, a key to the 
meaning of the Scriptures. As for 
the question before us of the 
church and the Great Tribulation, 
that is a matter of most intense 
personal interest to the Christians 
living on the earth at the time of 
the end. For the imminency of 
Christ’s coming makes it possible 
for it to occur in our day, and 
whether or not the church will 


‘escape the awful tribulation period 


is of supreme importance to every 
reader of this message. 


New Testament Christians 
Watched for Christ’s Com- 
ing; So Should We 

The early Christians, we are told, 
waited and hoped for Christ's re- 
turn. There is not one single 
categorical statement by Christ 
or His apostles that He would 
return in that first generation. 
Yet they looked for Him. They 
believed that He might come in 
their lifetime, and they so be- 
lieved because He had taught them 
so to believe. He had repeatedly 
declared that the time would not, 
and could not be known. 

Now although Christ did not 
come in their lifetime these early 
Christians were not mistaken. 
They simply did what Christ and 
His apostles had taught them to 
do—live as though their genera- 
tion was to be the last one, as 
though every year might be the 
year, every day the day, every 
hour the hour of His coming. This 
was to be the normal attitude 
of His people in every generation 
until He would come back. 


The One Point the Bible 
Stresses Most About Christ’s 
Coming Is Its Imminency: 
That He‘May Come Today 


At this point let me stress the 
imminency of Christ’s coming, for 
the answer to our question as to 
the time of the rapture will. be 
found here. The dictionary defines 
imminent as—‘“impending, over- 
hanging, threatening to occur im- 
mediately”; and if there was one 
thing Jesus stressed about His 
coming for His people to take 
them to Himself, it was that NO 
ONE WOULD KNOW THE 
TIME. The coming of Christ was 
to be an event of continuing im- 
minency, and because it could hap- 
pen at any time believers were 
urged to live in constant wakeful- 
ness and readiness. 

Speaking on the subject of the 


imminency of the coming, brilliant 
Cc. S. Lewis of Oxford said, 
“Christ’s teaching on the subject 
quite clearly consisted of three 
propositions. First, that He will 
rcome again. Second, that we can- 
not possibly find out when. Third, 
that therefore we must always be 
ready for Him. Precisely because 
we cannot predict the moment, 
we must be ready at all moments. 
Our Lord repeated this practical 
conclusion again and again, as if 
the promise of the return had been 
made for this conclusion alone. 
His doctrine of the Second Coming 
teaches us that we do not and 
cannot know when the world dra- 
ma will end. The curtain may be 
rung down at any moment.” 


Their name is legion among 
Bible teachers of the highest rank 
who teach the imminency of 
Christ’s coming. Said Erich Sauer, 
“God desires in us instant expect- 
ancy.” 

Dr. Campbell Morgan, although 
he did not believe in the secrecy 
of the rapture, never doubted its 
imminency. Here is his own clear 
statement, “If there is one thing 
more patently taught than another 
in the New Testament concerning 
His coming, it is that we are not 
to know the when of it. I believe 
that He may come before this 
day is out” (This Was His Faith, 
p. 274). 

Here then are some of the 
Scriptures that teach the injmin- 
ency of Christ’s coming, that tell 
us the time will never be known, 
that the coming for the saints 
will be unexpected, unannounced, 
and because preceded by no im- 
mediate sign, would catch many 
believers and the whole unbeliev- 
ing world utterly unaware. Let my 
readers keep the following Scrip- 
tures clearly in mind for they 
help answer the question as to 
whether or not the church will 
escape the Great Tribulation. 

In Matthew 24:36 Jesus said, 


eth no man, no, not the angels 
of heaven, but my Father only.” 

In Matthew 24:38 He repeated 
the statement, “But of that day 
and hour knoweth no man.” 

In Matthew 24:42 He warned, 
“Watch therefore: for ye know 
not what hour your Lord doth 
come.” 

In Matthew 24:44 He continues, 
“Therefore be ye also ready: for 
in such an hour as ye think not 
the Son of man cometh.” . 

In Matthew 24:36 He repeated 
“The lord of that servant shall 
come in a day when he looketh 
not for him, and in an hour that 


he is not aware of.” 

No less than five times in this 
one chapter does our Lord stress 
that the time of His coming 
WILL NOT BE KNOWN. Perhaps 
I may here anticipate the an- 
swer to the time of the rapture 
by saying that the time of Christ's 
coming to the earth at the end of 
the tribulation WILL BE 
KNOWN. More of this later in 
our study. 

In Mark 13:33 our Lord said, 
“Take ye heed, watch and pray: 
for ye KNOW NOT WHEN THE 
TIME IS.” 

In Mark 13:35, 36 He repeats 
the warning, “Watch ye therefore: 
for ye know not when the master 
of the house cometh, at even, or 
at midnight, or at the cock-crow- 
ing or in the morning: Lest com- 
ing suddenly he find you sleep- 
ing. 9 

Could anything be made clearer 
than the unexpectedness of 
Christ’s coming for His servants? 

This same fact of the wunex- 
pectedness is declared by our Lord 
in Luke 21:34, 35, “And take 
heed to yourselves, lest at any 
time your hearts be overcharged 
with surfeiting, and drunkenness, 
and cares of this life, and so 
THAT DAY COME UPON YOU 
UNAWARES. For as a snare shall 
it come on all them that dwell 
on the face of the whole earth.” 


In Matthew 25:13 Jesus closes 
the parable of the sleeping virgins 
caught unaware by the sudden 
midnight arrival of the bridegroom 
by saying, “Watch therefore, for 
ye know neither the day nor the

You decide if he brushes his teeth, 
if he goes to school. You decide 
if he takes a bath, Then, why in 
the name of common sense don’t 
you decide and promise God that 
you are going to lead that boy or 
that girl toward the Lord Jesus 
Christ? Enoch walked with God 
after he begat Methuselah be- 
cause, as a father, he realized 
his need to walk with God! 

I told the story the other night 
about the man in the hospital. I 
was walking around in the wait- 
ing room at Florence Nightingale, 
waiting for the news about our 
new arrival when a good-looking 
young man came walking up. His 
face was white as a sheet. I asked 
him what was his trouble. “My 
wife is in there! I was in Korea 
for three years, I was in combat 
most of that time; I was a prison- 
er of war in Red China for 
eighteen months, but I have never 
seen anything like this in all of 
my life!” He was about to pass 
out, so the doctor rushed up and 
gave him a little pill. I sat down 
beside him and said, ‘Norman, 
after a while the nurse will come 
and tell you that you have a lit- 
tle boy or a little girl. Wouldn't 
it be wonderful if, before that 
little baby makes its first cry 
in this world, Daddy could be 
right with God and give that lit- 
tle baby a Christian daddy?” 

He looked at me and said, “You 
know, a man talked to me about 


that about a week and a half 
ago.” 
I said, “Wouldn’t you like to 


be able to say to the nurse, when 
she comes out and says it’s a boy 
or it’s a girl, ‘Yes, and my baby 
has a Christain daddy, too’” ?

hour wherein the Son of man 
cometh.” 


If Christ’s Coming Be Immi- 
nent How Could It Follow the 
Prophecied, Announced 


Tribulation? 
In the light of these plain 
Scriptures, could anything _— be 


clearer than the fact that Christ’s 
coming for the church will be 
sudden, unannounced, unexpected, 
and because dateless, yet immin- 
ent, will catch many believers un- 
aware? And since this fact of 
an unannounced, unexpected com- 
ing has been established by the 
above Scriptures, can any thought- 
ful reader fail to see the problem 
that arises, namely, How can these 
Scriptures be true if the church 
must first go through the awful 
tribulation? If all the earth-shat- 
tering events of that horrendous 
period precede the coming of 
Christ for His church, then how 
could His coming be unexpected? 
That is the very thing His com- 
ing would not be, and could not 
be. There is but one sensible and 
scriptural answer to this conun- 
drum. Our_next message will deal 
with the answer. .

Methuselah

“When he is dead, it shall be 
sent.” The Bible says, “As it was 
in the days of Noe, so shall it be 
in the days of the Son of man” 
(Luke 17:26)—‘when he is gone, 
it shall be sent.” The flood is 
a type of the Great Tribulation 
that is coming on the earth. Enoch 
is a type of the rapture of the 
church, Noah is a type of the 
Jews, preserved through the tribu- 
lation, and the Bible says, “When 
he is gone .... When who is 
dead? Methuselah. 

Here is what the Lord said, 
‘Enoch walked with Me.’ Enoch 
said, ‘Lord, I am here with You 
now, but I have a boy down there 
whom I sure think a lot of, and 
I don't want him to go through 
that flood.’ The Lord said, ‘All 
right, when Methuselah is dead, 
it shall be sent.’ When did the 
flood come? The same year: that 
Methuselah died. Why? Because 
his daddy walked with God. 

Perhaps some of you say, “It’s 
the child’s decision to make.’ No! 
No! My Bible says that the sins 
of the father shall be visited 
down to the third and fourth gen- 
erations. Who was saved from the 
flood? The first one was Enoch. 
Who was his son? Methuselah. 
Was he saved from the flood? 
Yes, he died just before the flood 
came. Who was his son? Lamech. 
Lamech died about five years be- 
fore Methuselah died. He was 
saved from the flood. Who was his 
son? Noah. Noah was saved 
through the flood. Who were 
Noah's sons? Ham, Shem and Ja- 


pheth. They were saved through 
the flood. Why? Enoch walked 
with God! 

Some of you grandparents who 
blow cigarette smoke into the lit- 
tle infant's face, don’t think God 
is not going to make you pay for 
your sins through your little 
grandchildren. You check your 
Bible. It is just as important for 


grandparents to serve Christ as it 
is for parents to serve Christ. 

Enoch walked with God! Thank 
God for Enoch. He caused a lot 
of folks to walk with God, didn't 
he? Methuselah walked with God, 
Lamech walked with God, Noah 
walked -with God, and Noah's 
three sons were saved from the 
flood. Why? Because one man de- 
cided to start living for God. Man, 
that makes that little conversion 
out at Florence Nightingale last 
Tuesday pretty important, doesn’t 
it? 

You “Brother 
will not happen again.” It will not 
be written in the Book, but it 
will happen again. Any man who 
walks with God will have his chil- 
dren walk with God. 

50, Methuselah is a type of the 
rapture all because of his father. 
Many a boy is in sin tonight be- 
cause dad lived in sin. Many a 
father who loved his golf clubs 
and his fishing hole more on Sun- 
day than he loved the church and 
Christ has a wayward son. Many 
a mother who blew her cigarette 


say, Hyles, that 


smoke and read her Confidential 
Magazine in the presence of her 
little baby, and tried to find a 


pair of shorts to show off her legs 
even while carrying the baby, 
stayed home from the’ house of 
God and cared nothing for the 
things of God, tonight is sitting 
at home weeping her heart out 
because of a wayward daughter 
or a wayward son. It all points 
back to the time when she did not 
have enough time. for God, 

Ask Adam. ‘Adam, where art 
thou?” Running from God. Why? 
Because he had sinned. Your sons 
will pay for your sins. You Say, 
“Is God a just God to do some- 
thing like that?” It’s God's busi- 
ness what He does. God can do 
what He will, and He says that 
your sins will be visited on the 
third and fourth generations. It 
just doesn’t seem fair. ™ 

I know that I am not all that 
I ought to be, but I had rather 
die than to make my little girl 
down here on the front row pay 
because her daddy is a scoundrel. 
I would rather drop dead right 
now than to.make my little baby, 
who is just a few days old, suffer. 
Brother, during the past few 
months I have confessed over and 
ever every sin that I have ever 
committed, every sin that I could 
think of from the time that I 
started preaching until this good 
hour, because I don’t want my 
children to suffer because of Dad- 
dy. 


How about you tonight, Daddy? 
How about your life? 


What is the life you are living today? 
What is the message it bears on its way? 
Others are waiting, 0 what does it. say? 
What is your life today? 


Is it ‘a beacon to guide the way? 

Is it life sunrise that brings a new day? 
Does it: help others over life's way? 
What is your life today? 


Enoch walked with God; Me- 
thuselah walked with God; La- 
mech walked with God; Noah 
walked with God; Shem, Ham and 
Japeth walked with God, because 
Enoch walked with God. Daddy, 
it is better that you go out and 
jump into the Trinity River, or 
White Rock Lake, than to raise 
that child without a Christian 
daddy and a Christian home, It’s 
not fair. 

As we went into the Nurseries 
during Sunday School, I told 
Brother Nall today that I wished 
I had time to visit with each lit- 
tle child in our church, and to get 
to know each of them personal- 
ly. I love little children, Vacation 
Bible School time here in the 
church is. always dear and pre- 
cious to me. I love to be with the 
children. I wish that I could spend 


two or three hours with each of 
your children, to get to know 
them and be able to call each 


one of them by name. Many a 
night I pray for God to bless your 
family. 

As I drive down the street and 
they say, “Hi, Brother Hyles,”’ 
the buttons almost pop off my 
coat. I am their preacher. When 


I go into their departments on 
Sunday and they stop their sing- 
ing and say, “Hello, Brother 
Hyles,”’ that does something to me 
—even though the teachers may 
get a little aggrevated sometimes. 
I am their preacher. God has giv- 
en me the responsibility of preach- 
ing to them on Sunday morning, 
Sunday night and Wednesday 
night. Talk about a responsibili- 
ty! It is something to walk into 
the pulpit and preach to precious 
boys and girls. I had rather die 
than to fail them. If I were you, 
I would promise God tonight that 
I would be the kind of parent that 
God wanted me to be. 


Enoch walked with God; he 
was converted at his son’s birth; 
Methuselah honored his father, 
and he looked for Christ to come. 
He was a type of the rapture. He 
was taken before the flood. I shall 
be taken before the tribulation. 
The church of God shall be lifted 
out of this old world to meet the 
Saviour in the air before the trib- 
ulation ever comes. 


V. He Had a Godly Son Who 
Looked for Christ to Come 
Who? Enoch? No, Methuselah 

had a godly son who looked for 
Christ to come. Who was the son? 
Lamech. Look at verse 28, “And 
Lamech lived an hundred and 
eighty-two years and begat a son: 
And he called his name Noah 

. .’ How do we know that 
Lamech walked with God? Be- 
cause you don’t raise a Noah 
without walking with God, You 
don't live in the home of Methuse- 
lah without walking with God. 
You don’t have an Enoch for a 


granddaddy without walking with 
God 


There’s more to it, Daddy, than 
just you. Enoch walked with God, 
and because he walked with God, 
his son Methuselah walked with 
God. Because Methuselah walked 
with God, his son Lamech walked 
with God. Because Lamech walked 
with God, Noah walked with God. 
Because Noah walked with God, 
his sons walked with God. And 


because of that, they were saved |; : 


through the flood. Why? Because 


a daddy looked down upon his lit- | 


tle boy’s face and said, “I am go- 
ing to walk with God because I 
am a daddy.”
